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. That upon diſcovery of this Deſign in February laſt, 
Dr. Oates expell'd from his Service the ſaid Lane and 
Osborn ; but that then this Knox did hire them Lodgings in 
obſcure places, and lometimes lay with them. 

That Knox had forged ſeveral Letters, as from Lane 
and Osborn , directed to himlelt, therein expreſſing how 
perplexed in Conlcience they were at the malicious Con- 
crivances of their Maſter Dr.Oates, and Mr. Bedlow, againſt 
che Earl of Danby , and other Lords in the Tower, All 
which Contrivances they were reſolved to diſcover , and 
allo make it appear, that their laid Maſter was a moſt 
vicious and infamous Man, and had made many attempts 
of Buggery upon the Body of Lane. 

In purſuance of which devilith Deſign, they did repair 
to a Juſtice of Peace, 'to give 1n_ upon Oath their lator- 
mations of thele forged Crumes __ the Doctor, which 
the ſaid Juſtice refuſing to take , they drew up one them- 
ſelves, and delivered it unto the Lord Latimer, who kept 
it a few days, then delivered it back, to be conveyed to 
the Lord Powrs to amend. 

That the Lord Pows did lend it to one Mr. Henry Nevil, 
alias Paine, a Priſoner in the Priſon of the Kings-Bench , 
to enlarge and give colourable Proofs thereunto 

That the ſaid Papers lo enlarged and amended , were 
conveyed unto the Lord Caſtlemam to do the like. From 
whence they came to the hands of Mr. Thomas Willoughby, 
alias Dangerfield, who out of them drew Afidavits, which 
the ſaid Lane offered to {wear to before he had read them 
adding, that he would {wear any thing againſt his Maſter, 
lo that he might. be a gainer. | 

That afterwards they did [wear theſe forged and contri- 
ved Informations before the Worſhiptul Sir James Butler , 
one of His Majeſty's Juſtices of the Peace. 

That the ſaid Knox did at ſeveral times purpoſely drop 
or ler fall ſeveral pieces of Gold called Guinneys,and lome- 
times Silver , which they took up as their own. 

That Knox did promiſe them, as from the Earl of 


Danby, beneficial Places, either in the Treaſury or Cuſtoms, 
Cf =. and 
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and promiſed them , as from the other Lords in the Tower, 
Five hundred Pounds in hand, and each One hundred 
Pound per Amum to be ferled upon them. 

That after the Deſign had gone thus far ; they being in 
February laſt apprehended and committed to the Gate-bouſe, 
were Examined upon their Oaths by Sir William Waller ; and 
Collonel Warcup ; to whom they confeſled , that all they 
had ſworn againſt Dr. Oates was malicious and falſe, and 
that they were prompted, hired , and encouraged there- 
unto by the ſaid Anox, and that they did verily believe, 
thar the Earl of Danby, in confidence of the ſucceſs of 
this Deliga , did ſurrender himſelf co the black Rod. 

Soon after this, they were brought before a Committee 
of Lords then fitting in the Lord Privy-Seal's Chamber , 
where alſo appeared the two Juſtices, who ſhewed their 
Lordfhips the ſaid Examinations, which they owned, and 
humbly prayed the mercy and forgiveneſs of their Lord- 
ſhips, and their'Maſter Dr. Oates. 

A few days after which they were diſcharged from the 
Gate-houſe ; but no ſooner had they their liberty, but upon 
the Inſtigacion a ſecond time, 'of the {aid Knox, in behalf 
of the Lords, and other Popiſh perſons , bur they moſt 
impudently and maliciouſly reſumed the proſecution of 
their aforeſaid falle and forged Informations againſt the 
ſaid Dr. Oates, and have allo been received and lodged in 
the Houſe of the Lord Powes, and at his charge, _ with 
and from the ſaid Lord, and other Lords in the Tower , 
had frequent Conferences and Directions. 

That when they lodged ar Mrs. Celier's Houle, they had 
an allowance of Ten Shillings per Week. 

And this preſent Term did bring the ſaid falſe , forged, 
and flanderous Papers and Matters into the Court of Kmgs- 
Bench ,, thence and rthereupon-td. frame an Inditment 
againkt the ſaid Dr. Oates , which was by the Jury found 
I>noramus , and thrown out. | 

After all which they now (tand here ro make Defence 
to theſe their villainous Crimes of Forgery and Per- 
jury , and {landering the King's Evidence.

III. One of His Majeſties Warders, and Mr. Same! 
Oates , declared, Thar the laid Lane and Osborn conteſled 
to them, what great Preferments and Rewards they were 
to haye for their work , when done. 


IV. Mr. Dangerfield ( whoſe Rardon paſled the Great 
Seal the day before) did fully declare how and in what 
manner he was tmployed by che (aid Lords in the Tower , 
ro tamper with, and corrupt the ſaid Lane and Osborn with 
Kmx, and did clearly make our, how the ſaid forged 
Papers were mended and enlarged by him and them, and 
that the Lady Powss did deliver, or caule to be delivered 
ro the now indifted Perſons , or their Uſe, Ten Shillings 
per Week ; which Evidence was ſtrengthened by concur- 
ring circumſtances from two perſons more; and belides 
them, other Wirneſles,which ſufhciently proved the Indict- 
ment, ſothar the Jury, without removing trom the Bar, 
pronounced them guilty; at which the People gave a 
great ſhout: And the Priſoners were committed co the 


Priſon of the Kings-Bench. 


His Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed to give Dr Oates 
an Order upon the Lords of his Treaſury , tor the forth- 
with-reimburſing him all fuch Moneys, as che tult Charge 
of this Protecution hath amounted unto. 


The Judges and Chief Officers of the Court , roge- 
ther with che Jury, had thar Honour and Efteem likewwe 
tor 
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for the Doctor , and were ſo far convinc'd of the Injury 
done him, by being put ro ſuch great and unnecellary 
Charge , chat they all forgave him his Fees. 


November 27. Dr. Oates' appeared at the Amgs-Bench 
Bar, and demanded Judgment againſt the ſaid Knox and 
Lane, which by reaſon that the Verdi&t was not recorded ; 
or if recorded, that the Record-was not filed up, or ſome 
other formality in Law ; they could not «pals Judgment 
until the next 'I erm. |
